Tho relief trains wImi-Ii arrived here 
(have been the only means of coainiu- 
nlcation with storm-swept Galveston , 
and definiite information as to the 
present situation is scarce.

The Horror Grows.

The 
Mlsoursl, Kan.'js and Texas relief 
forces near Galveston and along the 
coast telegraphed at noon that the loss 
of life will not be less than 5,000 and 
may reach 10,000.

Belief So ely Nrcdod -First Rstimate 
Of Deaths too <.'onBerv»t.ve. 

Houston, Sept. 10.— The following 
dispatch was received from Galveston 
by bont to the mainland: 

The iom of life may be stated at 
1,000 of drowned, killed and missing. 
The property loss will run into the 
millions. Scenes of deflation and 
distress are on every hand. No one 
can nii.ss them. Fully 75 per cent of 
the buildings of tibe city are more or 
Jees dUBftged. Whole families and 
communUles are being taken from the 
debris and each minute bringa the dis- 
covery of some new victim. On the 
gulf side of Tremont street, the water 
iMM made a dean sweep of everything 
for a distance of three blocks. Ali the 
bath houses and residences along the 
beac-h are g.me and the debris has 
blocked the approaches of the street 
to the cult. 

, About i;000 people took refuge In 



the Tremont hotel and all these escap- 
ed injury. 

The DuHtB building, a threr-story 
brick structure, w i.s thp first to col- 
1 i)se. Hitter's saloon and restaurant 
on the Strand collapsed from the top. 
lnii)risoning a number of ptMsons. 
among whom Wf>re Ilicli.ud I>onl and 
P. (J. .Spencer, wlio were killed. Tiic 
building gave way with such rapidity 
thartt will be impoasible to five an 
approxmate estimate, even as to the 
number of tlin.se who wpre Inside. 

Tlie I{osPnI)iir<; .-. liji!, the city li ilj 
aoid the Hall high school suffered .V!- 
verely and alt the residences within 
three blocks of the beach WPre de- 
stroyed on every sid". The city is 
practically without lire proteotlon. 
The equii^ent could not get about 
the city even if there were wires to 
give alarms. 

A meeting was held at the Tremont 
hotel to consider means of relief for 
the distressed and homeless people. 
Medical attention Is badly needed as 
are also disinfectant.^.

President Asked Kor Aid. 

Washington, Sept. lO.—The presi- 
dent received a telegram fro.ii Mr. 
aiillane of Hou.-loa, in i.ehilt of the 
mayor and citizens committee of Gal- 
veston, which in a few words gives to 
the president the general situifim m 
Galve.^ton and s.iys that niur.ey, tujd 
and cijtliinK are needed immediately, 
also that they must be furnished by 
the Mate and nation. He calls upon 
tho president for ai 1. The president 
replied thai lie li.id in.-tnuted tlie sec- 
retary of war to inundiateiy furnish 
tents uud provisions for the destitute 
people In Galveston and expressing 
his synipithy fj;- the suffiM-ers. Pres- 
ident McKinicy also .-eul a telegram of 
sympathy to Governor Sayres and no- 
tifying him that the secretary of war 
will supply tents and provisions to the 
flood sufferers upon >hls request 

Famishing Kor Wator. 
Dallas, Sept. 10. — A movement lias 
been inaugurated at Dallas urging 
Governor Sayers to call a special ses- 
sion of the state legislature. The 
wjist is Ijelieved to Still confront Gal- 
veston. Tliere Is said to be no drink- 
ing water in the city and the people 
are suffering. Efforts are being mada 
to get water from the mainland to the 
city, but nearly all water cr.tft hive 
been wrecked and the efforts are 
handicapped. Water for drinking 
purposes will have to be carried about 
20 miles to reach Galveston. 

No Red Tnpe In Time of Keed.

Immediately upon the situation as af- 
fected by Saturday's storm, especially 
as to government property. The war 
department has one post, Port San 
Jacinto, on Galveston Island manned 
by company O of the First artillery. 

KlTret on' Cotton Kzchange. 

Liverpool, Sept. 10.— There was con- 
siderable excitement on the cotton ex 
obange. Business was quite disorgan 
ized and prices were unsettled by the 
peculiar conditions arising from the 
scarcity of cotton, which was actuated 
by the news of the terrible destruction 
wrought by the tornado ai Galveston 
and in the vicinity of that cltjr.

extraordinary Authority Given the 
Vlreroy as a I'enue PleDlpoteai> 
tlary— All Doubts as to His 
i;r«deiitlMls Uewoved. 



Washington, Sept. 10.— The Chinese 
minister has received an imperial edict 
oonfei'ring upon Li Hung Chang ex- 
tnaordlnary power for the complete 

t>rLtlr-.iien.t of the Cliinese trouble, it 
gives hini aiitliority to make any terms 
according to his own discretion with- 
out re/erring them to the emperor. 
This is unusual authority and It is 
claimed at the Chinese legatian, give,, 
Li Hung Chang credentials adequate 
to meet ail objections heretofore raised 
as to bis power to negotiate for peace. 
The edict Is dated tw» weeks ago, but 
Is ju.■^■t forw li i'.t il from Li Hung C'iiang. 
Minister Wu has delivfred it to the 
state department. 

The <dict Is dated th? last day of 
the s.\(-ntli moon, Chlne.=?e caland.ar, 
whi. h is il,f,uit .Aug. 'Jl. it is issued 
by the emperor and not by the empress 
dowager. Indicating that the former Is 
n nv e\ri-, ising the imperial functions 
which >oaie of t!ie piwers, noi.ildy 
Great liriiain, lia\ • iti.-i.-!el belongeil 
to him, rather than to the empress 
dowager. The document doe."» not 
^how the plai e at* w hich it was issued, 
but it was tran-mitted t'.iiMugh I'ao- 
ting l-'u ami probably enian.ited there, 
as the imperial household has been at 
that point tor some time. 

An eN'ended cOnfei(>nce wa-i liel 1 
bet .v. .-:i Mr. Hill and .Minister Wu *)u 
th" extensive authority with which Li 
Hung Chang Is now Invested. 

The edict is prior to the request 8e»»t 
by l.i Hung (".lang La tlie t'.ii.jiie thit 
the viceroys of Nanking and Wu 
Chang, and Prince Ching be Included 
with him as negotiators. This request 
has not .vet lieen responded to by the 
throne, .-o f ir ,1-.: tlie Cliinese minister 
here i.- adv .-icd. but if iiarl Li's request 
is granted, there la no doubt it will 
carry the same absolute authority 
with which l.i Hung Chang has been 
inve.-te i. 

Mini.sier Wu says the authority is 
so complete as to remove any possible 
que.-ti an as to the sufficiency of cre- 
denfi.ils. Cenerai Chaffee's di.apatch 
receive,! is in line with that ofHcer'a 
former declaration respecting the ad- 
risablllty of withdrawing the Ameri- 
can tnxips from lacking and undoubt- 
edly will ciu.-e t!ie goveriinient to ef- 
fect s inie s irt of seith.iuent that will 
permit of au early withdrawal from 
China. The conditions reported by 
General Ch iffee appear to warrant the 
ooiulusion tliat Mr. Conger will speed- 
ily have Peking for one of the porta 
on the coast where be can act more 
effectively and that the United States 
troops will not r< -p.ind to the Cicrniaii 
invit ition to make a further oflensive 
ctnip .:.un (Jiitside of Peking. It is be- 
lieved the objects that remain to be 
accomplished can be secured without 
further niilit 'ry operations so far as 
the I'nited .-.tales troops are con- 
cerned. The idea of a removal of the 
diplomatic center to Shanghai meets 
with objection from tho.^e familiar 
with the conditions. It is said that 
Shanghai is practically cut off from 
Peking as soon as winter sets in, a full 
month being required to exchange, 
communication so that It would be in- 
advlsa'oli' to tlius suspend tlie <'hance 
of ready communication with the cap- 
iUL 

Baron Sternberg, the German charge 
had a talk with Secretary Hill, but It 
led to no material change in the situ- 
ation. It is understood tha^ Count 
'Von Waldersee will arrive at Hong- 
kong. go thence to Shanghai and then 
to Tien Tsin. which will be his mili- 
tary ba.-i.s He Is due at Hongkong 
at the end of the week and 8^ Shang- 
bsi three days later. 

Can't Do Anything at Pektnc* 

Washington, Sept. 10.— The follow- 
ing dispatch has been received ot the 
war department f r am General Chaf- 
fee at Taku: "Evidence accumulates 
that diplomatic relations will not bo 
resumed here for a long time. Rus- 
sian legation will leave very soon for 
Tien Tsin. A.ppear3 to me certain 
Chinese governmeoit will not return 
bere while army remains nnd It this 
is true our legation can transact no 
business. My opinion Peking ought 
to be merely camp o( tonicn amny 
pending settlement by powers at other 
points."

A great clouJ of 
gloom and disaster was removed from 
the sky above us, and we saw tiie dawn 
of a brighter era, when peace and con- 
tentiuent once again existed among our 
people. But, my friends, there is a cloud 
upon the horlTion which* von abould 
watch. It forebodea danger unleaa the 
lawabldiug people of thia commonwealth 
rise in their patriotism and avert it. It 
waa bad enoagh for the Republican lead- 
era to oommit the Crimea they did last 
winter, but it i? far worse that the repre- 
sentatives of that party, after all that has 
happened, ahoald mtMt in State oonven- 
tion and deliberately and with premedi 
tation indorse all that had been done.

We accept it, and 
we propose to carry the fight before the 
people (if Kentucky to Fee if they w ill in- 
dorse what the Kepubiican platform in- 
doraea. I regret to aee that a party in 
this State which has Riich a larire follow- 
ing should take Euch a position. It is a 
sad commentary upon oar civilisation. 
But I know that there are a great many 
uj>right and honest members of that 
party who, when they realise ita conrte, 
will not approve it. There are many 
patriotic Kentucky Republicans who will 
revolt against it Their leaders aeek to 
miflead tht ni. 

"But upon this issue which that party 
haa raised we shall meet them. They 
cannot shift it now. They shall not be- 
cloud the real issue by hypocritical talk 
about the election law. Their leaders 
know that if the election this fall is un- 
fair it will be their fault. If they do not 
like the present law they now have a 
chance to get another one. Let them 
prove their aincerity. But, my friends, 
I believe that there are some Republi- 
can leaders who do not want to see the 
present law changed. They do not fear 
its operation, but they believe that out 
of the prejudice against it they would get 
many thouaand votea. The Democrats 
of Kentucky want nnthintr but a fair 
law and a fair elei tion.

publii an de facto tiovernor, who already 
liad his troops in readiness, immediately 
called them out and had them pursue 
the members of the General Assembly 
through tbeatreetH of Frankfort and by 
force of arma prevent their holding a 
meeting. Thia Acting Governor, in vlola- 
ti jri of the C (Hstitution and law, issued a 
proclamation convening them in session 
in the town of London. Every court 
has decided that he hail no right U) do 
so, and yet his acta in dispersing the leg- 
islators at the point of ttie bayonet and 
his etiart to assemble them in I-ondon 
have been indorsed by the platform of 
the Itepublican party. A writ of habeas 
corpus, the greatest bulwark of personal 
liberty, was denied. The courts were de-
